WHAT FSA HAS DONE AND IS 


DOING IN COFFEE COUNTY 


A few weeks ago Hditor J. H. 
Singleton of The Hnterprise Ledg- 
er wrote a nice story about the 
Farm Security Administration and 
its activities in Coffee County, We 
are reproducing this article today 
for bepefit of Clipper readers, and 
join heartily in giving praise for 
the splendid work to each and 


every one in the organization, 


One hears much—some praise 
ond some criticism—of what the 
Farm Security Administration 
(FSA) has done and is doing in 
Coffee County, It is but natural 
that so large an undertaking 
should be extensively discussed, 
and it is also natural that both 
praise and criticism is to be heard, 


With but one thought in mind, 


that being to give information of 
dependable character, The Ledger 
has gone to considerable trouble 


and expense in gathering facts to 


present to its readers, And be 


il known that we have not de- 
pended upon local officials and 


workers for our information, but 


have gone higher, The facts which 
we present are a matter of record 
and can be easily verified by those 
who wish to do so, 

Being chairman of the Coffee 
County ‘Tax Equalization board, 
the writer has heard it said that 
WSA has been enabled to do many 
of the things which it has done 
by reason of the fact that it pays 
no taxes, Here are the facts: In 
1936 Coffee County's share of the 
taxes collected from the lands 
now owned by FSA amounted to 
$6,407.30. For 1939 the county is 
to receive the sum of $6,560.52 
from FSA in lieu of taxes, ‘This 
sum is not to be paid as taxes, but 
comes under the classification of 
“For Services and Other Agree- 
ments,” which are defined as “Gen- 
eral County Government, Roads 
and Schools,” It does not matter 
whether the sum is to be paid as 
taxes, or not, so long as the coun- 
ty gets the money. So much for 
that. 

Without the county putting up 
a single penny, FSA has provided 
more than $200,000.00 for the con- 
struction of school buildings, The 
buildings at Zion Chapel, New 
Hope and Goodman, and a voca- 
tional building at Kinston, were 
built and equipped with FSA 
money. These buildings and the 
work which goes on in them come 
directly under the supervision and 
control of the County Board of 
Education, 

FSA provides a special nurse, 
whose duty it is to keep in con- 
tact with and render every pos- 
sible service to FSA clients; that 
is, those on FSA lands, This nurse 
works: in cooperation with the 
County Health Department and is 
governed by its policies and ac- 
tivities, 

FSA either owns or controls 
$56,000 acres of land in Coffee 
County, upon which 630 plows are 
being operated, Three hundred 
and sixty-five families live on these 
lands. Approximately 200 families 
who rent privately-owned ‘lands 
are being assisted through the re- 
habilitation division of FSA, Of 
the 365 families on FSA-owned 
lands, 200 had paid back to FSA 
93 per cent of money due to De- 
cember 1, 1939, despite the fact 
that last year was the worst crop 
year ever known in this section 
of Alabama, And later on, when 
they have shown proper progress 
on these lands which they are 
renting, all worthy families will 
be given an opportunity to pur- 
chase the farms they are now op- 
erating on long terms. 

There are certain requirements 
which all persons dealing with 
und through FSA must observe. 
For instance: Hach family cans 
or preserves a certain number of 
quarts of food of various kinds 
for winter consumption; must keep 
and feed and dispose of so much 
livestock and poultry; must keep 
premises in top-notch condition at 
all times; must observe certain. 
land practices which are necessary 
to promote productivity; and do 
such other things as contribute 
toward making life on the fm 
what it should be. Every family 
is not only encouraged but urged 
to become a part of progressive 
community life, entering into all 
religious and social activities to 
the fullest extent. And let it be 
noted with full credit properly 
placed, that W. L, McArthur, Proj- 
ect Manager, and his efficient 
corps of workers, deserve the full- 
est measure of praise for what 
they have done, are doing, and 
hope to accomplish in the future 
to make life happier and more se- 
cure for those on FSA farms under 
their supervision. ..... 

All in all, for and wide, FSA 
is doing a great work in Coffee 
County—and the end is not yet,

2. Limited (vy. 82). The blessing 
of the old covenant was limited 
not only in the sense that it was 
national, but also in that it was con- 
ditional. God's promise hinged on 
His word in Exodus 19:5: ‘Now 
therefore, if ye will obey my voice 
indeed, and keep my covenant, then 
ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto 
me above all people.’’ In other 
words, the fulfillment of this cov- 
enant was dependent on the faith- 
fulness of the people. We know that 
they falled. 

3. Broken by Israel (vy. 32). God 
was like ‘tan husband’”’ (y, 32) unto 
Israel. He was patient, tender, for- 
giving, always trying to restore 
them to Himself. He used His great 
power on thelr behalf as He “‘took 
them by the hand,” and yet we 
read ‘‘my covenant they brake’’ (v. 
32). Human failure in spite of 
God’s promise and goodness, that 
is the history of man under law. 
Now, however, we turn to the new 
covenant of grace. 

II, The New Covenant (vy. 33-37). 

Jeremiah looked forward to the 
day when there was to be a cov- 
enant that is 

1. Personal (v. 33), The reference 
here is not to a law written in a 
book, which may be neglected or 
forgotten, or broken because there 
is no power in man to keep it. This 
new law is to be written in the 
hearts of men. It is personal—not 
something which he shares as a 
member of a great nation. 

2. Universal (v, 34). From the 
least to the greatest, every man 
shall know God, That promise 
awaits its future complete fulfill- 
ment to Israel (and remember that 
God has not forgotten His people). 
Even now, however, we have the 
spiritual fulfillment of the promise 
in the Church. It is true now that, 
regardless of nationality, education, 
wealth, or position, the grace of God 
is made manifest in the hearts of 
men and women everywhere. 

3. Assured by God (vv. 35-37). 
The old covenant of law failed, for 
it hinged upon the faithfulness of 
undependable man—“If ye will” 
(Exod, 19:5). But the new covenant 
of grace rests upon the “I will’’ of 
God (v. 34; see also Heb. 8:10-12). 
This is indeed ‘a better covenant, 
which was established upon better 
promises’’ (Heb, 8:6), It is an 
“everlasting covenant’ (Heb, 13:20).

WAY IS FOUND FOR SMALL 
FARMERS TO SAVE SILAGE 
AUBURN, Ala,—The Alabama 

Experiment Station has found 4 

practical way for the small farmer 

to store sorghum for silage. 

Last year the experiment sta- 
tion preserved ensilage by laying 
the sorghum plants lengthwise in 
a trench silo, reports J, C. Grimes, 
head of the animal husbandry de- 
partment. 

“A sharp spade was used to cut 
the ensilage as it was fed, This 
makes ensilage practical for even 
the small producer,” comments F. 
W. Burns, extension livestock spe- 
cialist, in a letter to all extension 
workers. 

Best sorghum variety for silage 
production is the Texas seeded 
ribbon cane, sometimes known as 
“pooseneck.”
